A MATRIMONIAL MUDDLE.

ARL RUSSELL was divorced and married in 


Nevada something over a year ago, and al- 


though he has served out his sentence iu England 
for bigamy, is. apparently not yet through with his 
troubles. The Earl is desirous of returning to the 
United States, presumably with the intention of set 
ding in Nevada, to engage extensively in the busi- 
aess of ranching. According to the Salt Lake Her- 
ald it seems likely that he will meet with opposition 
U> bit project. It appears that the Earl has a rela- 
tive, who is an American citizen and who for some 
reason is not desirous that his titled kinsman should 
live on this side of the Atlantic. This relative is 
thfc father-in-law of the Earl's youngest brother and 
he has declared his intention of having him refused 
admission to this country on the ground that he is an 
*.x -convict. 


While the fact is undeniable that the nobleman 


w an ex-convict, it is also a fact that according to 
the United States law, he never committed the 
crime for which he was condemned in England. 
The divorce he obtained in this State, from his first 
wife, although perhaps a li*tle irregular, is recogniz- 
•d as legal all over the United States, as well as in 
Nevada. He was consequently entitled to marry 
again according to our laws, as much so as any oth- 
er divorcee, and is no more a bigamist than hun- 
dreds of other persons who have come over from 
California and been remarried in Reno. In fact hi 
position is stronger than theirs; for having obtainec 
his divorce in Nevada, he Violated neither the letter 
or spirit of the law of any other State by his re-mar 
riage.

JKngland, and the remainder with No. 2 in the Unit- 
ed States; without being amendable to the charge of 
bigamy in either country. The English courts could 
sot roach him, for he has already paid the penalty 
for his second marriage, and Lady Russell No. i is 
•i»d*;r the English law, his legal wife. The United 
M tales could do nothing, since the courts here hold 
that he has only one wife and that is the American 
L«dy Russell. 
All that he would have to do would 


be to keep the iwo wives in their separate coun- 


>elieve for a moment that a legislature that would ,.

must be placed upon the State ticket, and the con- 
ventions must agree to abide by the result. That is 
what a large majority of the people desire and is 
what The Journal has urged, in compliance, it is 
confident, with the wish of all who are sincere in 
their profession of favoring the Federal constitu-
